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THE SAILING OF THE “MAYFLOWER”: 


The Pilgrim Fathers, who played so important a part in the foundation 
of the United States, belonged to a body of English Nonconformists who 
had taken refuge in Holland, to escape religious persecution, and were 
members of John Robinson's church at Leyden. They decided to establish 
a colony in North America, and in July 1620 they left Delftshaven in 
two small ships, the ‘ Mayflower’ and the ‘‘ Speedvwell,'’ which took 
them to Southampton and then to Plymouth. There the ‘‘ Speedwell *’ was

pronounced unseaworthy. On September 6 in that year the ‘* Mayflower "’ 
sailed from Plymouth with a party of 74 men and 28 women, who landed 
in Massachusetts on December 21, 1620, and founded the Plymouth 
settlement. Nine years later another body of religious reformers from 
England, known as the “ Puritans,'’’ founded the Massachusetts Bay colony, 
in 1629-30. The two colonies were united under the name of Massachusetts 
in 1691.
